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Title of the Device: Shoe for Practicing Golf 

Abstract: The present device aims at providing a pair of shoes for 
practicing golf, which are so designed to allow a golf trainee wearing the 
shoes to keep setting his or her pivoting foot at a given point on the 
ground, without dislocation therefrom, while at the same time allowing 
the golf trainee to easily twist his or her shoulder and waist portions 
when practicing backs wing. 

Such pair of shoes for practicing golf in the present device are 
characterized in that one of the two shoes includes: a rotor element 
rotatably provides in a forward region of the sole thereof; and a 
downwardly extending spike portion provided to that rotor element in 
such a manner that the rotor element is in a slidable contact about the 
spike portion. Accordingly, if a golf trainee wearing such pair of shoes 
raises a heel region of the sole of the afore-said one of the two shoe a 
small distance from the ground to thereby apply his or her weight to the 
forward region of sole of that particular one of the two shoes, then the 
spike portion is forcibly driven and inserted by such forwardly shifted 
weight into the ground at a given point where the trainee's pivoting foot 
is set in position. Thus, the golf trainee can twist his or her body 
portion for a proper swing motion relative to the pivoting foot, without 
any dislocation of the pivoting foot from that given point, and 
simultaneously can turn his or her pivoting foot relative to the axis of 
the rotor element in accordance with the twisted body portion. This 
enables the golf trainee to make drive exercises smoothly.
